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A  gala,  sentimental  affair  drew  scores  of  alumni  madrigals  back  in  early  December 
to  help  celebrate  the  20th  anniversary  of  PC's  noted  Madrigal  Dinner-Concerts. 

They  toasted  founder-director  Charles  T.  Gaines,  who  began  the  troupe  as  a 
spin-off  from  his  college  choir  in  1966  and  who  continues  to  create  the  touch  of  16th 
century  "merrie  olde  England"  in  the  PC  dining  hall  as  a  prelude  to  each  Christmas 
season.  The  former  madrigals  joined  an  overflow  crowd  for  one  performance,  relived 
their  own  past  experiences  in  the  act  and  presented  Dr.  Gaines  with  a  contribution 
for  his  musical  organization. 

Twin  Madrigal  Dinner-Concerts,  plus  one  Sunday  afternoon  dessert-concert, 
have  remained  popular  attractions  here  as  one  of  the  oldest  madrigal  programs  in  the 
Southeast.  Each  presentation  takes  on  a  note  of  colorful  pageantry  as  Greenville 
Dining  Hall  becomes  a  great  hall  with  banquet  tables.  The  trumpet  sounds  its  fan- 
fare, and  dancers,  jugglers  and  a  magician  perform.  Dressed  authentically  in  the 
elaborate  costumes  of  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  old  English  courts,  members  of 
the  troupe  stroll  amid  the  tables  singing  their  madrigals. 

Music  professor  Gaines  points  out  that  the  singing  of  madrigals — secular  part- 
songs  based  on  pastoral  or  love  themes — was  a  favorite  pastime  of  the  16th  century 
nobility.  That  pastime  is  now  a  Presbyterian  College  tradition. 


Memo  from  President  Orr: 


We  can  look  back  on  1985  with  satisfaction 


The  year  1985  has  been  a  very  good  year  for  Presbyte- 
rian College — perhaps  one  of  our  best. 

The  105th  academic  session  began  in  September  with  a 
near-record  enrollment  of  931  students  from  20  states  and 
eight  countries.  Our  talented  and  dedicated  faculty,  the 
largest  in  the  college's  history,  is  providing  these  students 
over  300  courses  in  classes  with  an  average  size  of  17. 

The  new  Springs  Campus  Center  gives  the  college  a 
handsome,  versatile  facility  that  has  quickly  become  the 
new  college  "living  room"  for  students,  faculty,  staff  and 
alumni  to  enjoy. 

The  C.  Bruce  Barksdale  Memorial  Pipe  Organ  in  Belk 
Auditorium,  dedicated  recently  in  a  beautiful  concert  by 
PC  associate  professor  Stephen  Schaeffer,  provides  the  col- 
lege a  Moller  organ  with  24  ranks  and  1,375  pipes  for  use  in 
organ  instruction,  public  concerts  and  college  programs. 

Several  special  events  this  fall  have  greatly  enriched  the 
college  and  community.  These  include:  a  stimulating  peace 
symposium  led  by  Mike  Maus  of  NBC  News;  an  Edmunds 
Fine  Arts  Series  performance  of  Shakespeare's  "As  You 
Like  It"  by  The  Acting  Company  from  the  John  F. 
Kennedy  Center  in  Washington;  a  delightful  Agatha  Chris- 
tie play  presented  by  our  students  in  The  Black  Magic 
Theatre;  a  magnificent  fall  concert  of  Bach  and  Handel  by 
the  PC  Choir  with  orchestral  accompaniment;  a  fine  fall 
concert  by  the  Presbyterian  College  Wind  Ensemble;  and 
the  20th  annual  performance  of  the  colorful  PC  Madrigals 
which  was  attended  by  nearly  one  hundred  alumni  who  had 
previously  participated  as  students  in  this  Christmas 
program. 

The  Blue  Hose  Football  team  under  new  head  coach 
Elliott  Poss  ended  a  successful  season  on  Thanksgiving 
Day  nationally  ranked  in  the  top  20  of  the  NAIA  with  a 
7-3-1  record. 

Annual  Giving  is  once  again  setting  new  records  in  both 
dollar  support  and  percentage  of  participation.  Our  college 
endowment,  now  with  a  market  value  exceeding  $15  mil- 


lion, ranks  second  in  size  among  the  22  private  colleges  in 
the  state.  This  year,  for  the  first  time  in  our  105-year  his- 
tory, the  endowment  yield  exceeds  one  million  dollars  in 
support  of  our  $10  million  annual  budget. 

For  all  these  reasons  and  many  more,  we  can  look  back 
on  the  year  1985  with  pleasure  and  satisfaction.  Presbyte- 
rian College  has  momentum  and  an  ever-growing  reputa- 
tion for  educational  excellence.  This  fact  was  attested  by  a 
recent  survey  of  college  presidents  published  in  the  U.  S. 
News  and  World  Report  which  ranked  Presbyterian  4th 
among  168  colleges  in  the  border  and  southern  states  with 
similar  programs  and  size.  It  is  further  attested  by  a  record 
number  of  applications  this  fall  from  high  school  seniors 
seeking  to  enroll  here. 

We  begin  1986  with  deep  gratitude  for  the  marvelous 
support  we  are  receiving  from  thousands  of  loyal  alumni 
and  friends.  Thank  you  for  the  encouragement  you  provide 
all  of  us  who  are  privileged  to  serve  Presbyterian  College. 
We  wish  for  you  and  your  loved  ones  a  splendid  new  year. 
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Magazine  survey  ranks  PC 
among  best  in  the  South

In  its  recent  cover  story  entitled  "America's  Best 
Colleges,"  the  magazine  U.  S.  News  and  World  Report 
ranked  Presbyterian  College  with  "the  schools  that  top 
educators  named  as  the  nation's  pacesetters." 

PC  placed  fourth  among  168  comprehensive  schools  in 
the  South  and  Border  States  with  less  than  2,000  students. 

The  rankings  came  from  the  magazine's  survey  of  presi- 
dents of  the  1,318  four-year  colleges  and  universities  that 
offer  liberal  arts  programs  as  part  of  their  undergraduate 
education.  Each  president  was  asked  to  pick  the  top  five 
undergraduate  schools  from  a  list  of  colleges  and  universi- 
ties similar  to  his  or  her  own  according  to  size  and  aca- 
demic offerings.  Sixty  percent  responded.  They  judged 
strength  of  curriculum,  quality  of  teaching,  relationship 
between  faculty  and  students  and  the  atmosphere  for 
learning. 

Presbyterian  was  listed  as  a  comprehensive  college, 
based  on  the  preliminary  1985  classification  of  institutions 
drawn  up  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Teaching.  This  category  is  composed  of  schools 
presently  giving  no  more  than  half  of  their  bachelor's 
degrees  in  the  liberal  arts. 

Colleges  of  rank  here  received  praise  for  their  "strong 
marriage  between  liberal  arts  and  professional  programs," 
for  career  preparation  well  undergirded  by  the  liberal  arts. 

"America's  undergraduate  schools  with  the  best  reputa- 
tions among  college  presidents  are  those  that  insist  their 
students  be  educated  broadly,"  U.  S.  News  pointed  out  in 
the  lead  sentence  in  its  November  25  issue.  Those  colleges 
ranked  highest  "give  special  attention  to  strong,  broad- 
based  courses." 

The  magazine  continued  its  assessment: 

"The  importance  given  to  such  curricula  by  the  nation's 
leading  educators  takes  on  special  significance  in  a  year  in 
which  many  colleges  have  been  criticized  for  letting  stu- 
dents major  in  job-related  disciplines  without  requiring 
meaningful  exposure  to  the  arts  and  sciences." 

And  the  article  quoted  one  college  president  as  noting: 
"It  is  liberal  learning  which,  after  all,  prepares  students  for 
the  changes  that  their  lives  and  careers  will  ask  of  them." 

Presbyterian  College  maintained  its  solid  base  of  tradi- 


tional liberal  coursework  even  during  the  previous  decade 
when  innovation  became  stylish  at  some  of  the  best  schools. 
And  today,  its  general  education  requirements  continue  to 
call  for  the  first  two  years  of  rigorous  study  in  the  liberal 
arts  and  sciences.  This  program  includes  work  in  English 
composition  and  literature,  fine  arts,  mathematics,  natural 
sciences,  religion,  foreign  languages  and  social  sciences  as 
well  as  in  physical  education. 

These  courses  form  the  framework  for  the  more  special- 
ized study  of  junior  and  senior  years. 

In  addition  to  its  preparation  for  graduate  work  in  spe- 
cific disciplines,  PC  has  a  growing  reputation  for  its  pre- 
professional  study  toward  the  fields  of  medicine,  law, 
religion,  education  and  engineering.  And  U.  S.  News  noted 
that  "business  degrees  are  most  popular  at  Presbyterian." 

Here,  the  PC  department  of  economics  and  business 
administration  describes  its  primary  objective  as  seeking 
"to  provide,  within  a  liberal  arts  environment,  the  basic 
skills  necessary  to  identify  problems,  analyze  pertinent 
data,  and  to  exercise  sound  judgment  for  solutions  to  prob- 
lems within  the  interest  of  a  rapidly  changing  economic  and 
social  environment." 

These  qualities  of  excellence,  in  traditional  and  special- 
ized work,  shape  the  broad-based  academic  program  that 
distinguishes  Presbyterian  College. 

U.  S.  News  reported  that  the  university  presidents  rated 
Stanford  University  as  the  top  national  university,  followed 
by  Harvard,  Yale,  Princeton,  the  University  of  Chicago, 
Duke,  Brown,  California  at  Berkeley,  North  Carolina  and 
Dartmouth. 

Among  South  Carolina  schools,  The  Citadel  tied  for 
fifth  in  the  Southern  region  for  comprehensive  colleges 
with  more  than  2,000  students.  The  magazine  also  included 
rankings  for  other  regions  and  for  liberal  arts  categories 
(schools  that  award  more  than  half  their  bachelor's  degrees 
in  the  liberal  arts).  In  finishing  fourth  in  its  category  of  168 
colleges,  PC  ranked  behind  Berea  (Ky.),  William  Jewell 
(Mo.)  and  Berry  (Ga.),  and  ahead  of  Emory  and  Henry 
(Va.),  Mercer  (Atlanta),  Centenary  (La.),  Arkansas,  West 
Virginia  Wesleyan  and  Texas  Lutheran.

Operating  under  PC's  Latin  motto, 
While  We  Live  We  Serve,  the  col- 
lege's wide-ranging  Student  Volun- 
teer Services  organization  this  year  marks 
its  20th  anniversary  of  service  to  thousands 
of  Laurens  County  residents. 

And  now  the  work  receives  recognition  as 
a  1985  recipient  of  Clinton's  "City  on  the 
Grow  Progress  Award."  This  Presbyterian 
College  student  organization  is  cited  for 
having  made  significant  contributions  to  the 
betterment  of  the  Clinton  community. 

Some  270  PC  students — more  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  entire  student  body — participate 
each  year  in  one  or  more  projects  of  Student 
Volunteer  Services  (SVS).  They  provide  the 
leadership  and  staffing  for  at  least  20  major 
projects  that  range  from  outreach  programs 
among  unchurched  children  to  tutoring  the 
disadvantaged  .  .  .  from  big-brother,  big- 
sister  relationships  with  Thornwell  Home 
children  to  visiting  elderly  shut-ins. 

During  the  1985-86  session,  for  example, 
these  men  and  women  volunteers  from  the 
PC  campus  likely  will  touch  the  lives  of 
more  than  2,000  persons  from  ages  4  to  94. 

It  is  a  sustained,  enduring  program  that 
over  the  years  has  taken  seriously  its  com- 
mitment to  service  among  people  who 
respond  gratefully  to  the  sincere  concern  of 
the  volunteers.  This  month's  Clinton  award, 
from  a  college  neighbor  that  sees  both  the 
gems  and  the  warts  of  collegiate  life,  ex- 
presses that  appreciation  in  good  fashion. 

Student  Volunteer  Services  operates  out 
of  the  office  of  Chaplain  Greg  Henley,  who 
provides  general  supervision  of  the  pro- 
gram. He  praised  the  unselfish  dedication  of 
so  many  students  and  added: 

"Much  credit  goes  to  the  students,  who  in 
addition  to  their  busy  academic  schedules 
and  other  extracurricular  activities,  some- 
how find  time  to  be  involved  as  volunteers 
in  this  work.  Their  religious  convictions  are 
expressed  through  service  to  the  less 
fortunate— in  many  ways  as  eloquent  as  any 
sermon." 

He  said  the  SVS  program  operates  on  a 
$2,000  annual  budget.  Most  of  the  money  is 


used  for  gas  and  maintenance  of  the  pro- 
gram's two  vans  (one  a  gift  from  the  Clinton 
Kiwanis  Club)  and  other  vehicles  that  may 
be  needed.  Mainly,  they  transport  students 
to  their  projects  and  bring  children  to  the 
campus  for  various  types  of  activities. 

Debbie  Hackett,  a  senior  English  major 
from  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  three-year  vet- 
eran of  SVS,  is  the  current  student  leader. 

"My  job  is  to  find  coordinators  for  the 
different  programs  in  the  community,"  she 
said.  "After  I  get  in  touch  with  students  who 
serve  as  coordinators,  these  leaders  in  turn 
find  other  student  volunteers  to  participate 
in  the  program.  We  are  part  of  Clinton  and 
Laurens  County.  Our  programs  establish 
close  ties  between  PC  students  and  the 
community." 

Students  average  putting  in  about  two 
hours  a  week  of  their  time  into  volunteer 
services.  Some  do  much  more — like  the  two 
students  who  go  weekends  to  Atlanta  to 
assist  the  inner-city  Open  Door  Community 
run  for  desperate  street  people  by  a  PC 
alumnus.  Or  the  "spring  break"  work  mis- 
sion, where  students  give  up  their  ten-day 
holiday  to  go  and  help  in  some  Southeast- 
ern crisis  area. 

Most  of  the  projects  are  ongoing  through- 
out the  year.  For  the  Special  Olympics,  on 
the  other  hand,  it's  one  big  day  in  the  spring 
to  stage  for  more  than  600  retarded  individ- 
uals annual  track  and  field  activities. 

While  many  volunteers  sign  up  individu- 
ally, some  participate  as  members  of  organ- 


izations. For  example,  three  of  PC's  six 
national  social  fraternities — Pi  Kappa  Phi, 
Sigma  Nu  and  Theta  Chi — have  their  own 
special  programs  they  handle  year-after- 
year  as  part  of  the  total  effort.  The  Fellow- 
ship of  Christian  Athletes  also  gets  involved, 
as  do  the  PC  chapter  of  the  Alston  Wilkes 
Society  and  the  Christians  in  Action  group. 

The  Student  Volunteer  Services  program 
began  at  Presbyterian  College  in  1966  under 
the  leadership  of  Dr.  Jack  R.  Presseau,  pro- 
fessor of  religion.  Sponsored  jointly  by  the 
college,  the  Todd  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church  near  Laurens  and  South  Carolina 
Presbytery,  this  initial  effort  reached  out  to 
40  unchurched  children  with  recreation  and 
simple  religious  instruction. 

It  soon  spread  to  other  areas  and  other 
activities.  By  1974,  the  PC  program  was 
considered  so  outstanding  that  The  Presby- 
terian Survey  carried  a  four-page  article  to 
explain  it  in  detail  as  a  model  for  other  col- 
leges of  the  Presbyterian  Church  US. 

Although  some  projects  have  changed 
over  the  years,  the  main  thrust  of  Student 
Volunteer  Services  continues  full-speed 
ahead  today.  Here  listed  below  are  brief 
descriptions  of  the  major  projects  on  sched- 
ule for  the  1985-86  program: 

Child  Outreach  with  the  First  Presbyte- 
rian Church  of  Clinton.  Volunteers  direct 
deprived  children  of  a  nearby  housing 
project  in  a  program  of  recreation,  singing 
and  informal  Bible  study. 

Child  Outreach  with  the  First  Presbyte-

activities  shown  on  this  page:  holding  Special 
Olympics  on  the  PC  track,  tutoring,  swimming 
instruction,  companionship  for  children  and  the 
elderly,  and  simple  expressions  of  acceptance. 
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rian  Church  of  Laurens.  Similar  to  the 
above,  PC  students  become  an  active  part 
of  the  church's  ministry  with  children 
referred  to  the  program  by  local  schools. 

Thornwell  Home  Big  Brothers.  Members 
of  Sigma  Nu  Fraternity  seek  to  be  a  positive 
influence  in  the  lives  of  boys  who  come 
primarily  from  poor  home  situations.  They 
go  one-on-one  for  trips  to  Hardees,  basket- 
ball games,  some  counseling  and  teaching  of 
skills. 

Thornwell  Home  Big  Sisters.  PC  women 
express  care  and  concern  for  Thornwell 
girls  by  talking  and  making  cookies,  having 
them  spend  a  night  in  the  dorm  or  simply 
advising  about  boys. 

Thornwell  Swimmers.  Utilizing  the  PC 
pool,  volunteers  give  basic  swimming  in- 
struction to  Thornwell  children  and  en- 
courage them  to  enjoy  organized  water 
games. 

Bell  Street  Big  Brothers.  The  Fellowship 
of  Christian  Athletes  sponsors  this  program 
for  boys  at  Bell  Street  Middle  School  who 
need  guidance  with  academic  problems  and 
social  adjustment.  They  work  with  school 
counselors  and  establish  one-on-one  relation- 
ships. 

Bell  Street  Tutors.  PC  students  go  into 
the  school  to  serve  as  tutors  to  those  chil- 
dren having  particular  difficulties  in  math 
or  language  arts,  working  with  individuals 
or  small  groups. 

Joanna  Tutors.  This  program  goes  to  the 
Joanna  Elementary  School  weekly  to  tutor 
individuals  in  any  area  the  teacher  suggests. 


The  school  provides  materials  and  basic 
techniques,  and  brief  teacher  evaluation 
conferences  are  encouraged. 

Martha  Dendy  Tutors.  Volunteers  here 
work  in  a  classroom  setting  at  Martha 
Dendy  Middle  School  (with  teacher  present 
for  aid)  to  help  those  having  academic 
problems. 

Broad  Street  Tutors.  These  volunteers 
participate  in  an  outreach  ministry  of  Clin- 
ton's Broad  Street  Methodist  Church — 
helping  young  people  who  have  come  to  the 
church  for  assistance  in  schoolwork  and 
personal  problems. 

Bridges  Children's  Home.  Members  of 
Theta  Chi  Fraternity  give  attention  and 
companionship  to  children  placed  tempo- 
rarily in  this  county-owned  halfway  house 
for  runaways,  physically  or  sexually  abused 
children  and  those  not  being  properly  cared 
for  at  home.  Students  seek  to  provide  love 
and  acceptance  for  these  children  through 
playing  games  with  them,  trips  to  the  ice 
cream  parlor  and  Bible  stories.  The  S.  C. 
Department  of  Social  Services  places  chil- 
dren here  for  stays  of  one  to  six  months. 

Bailey  Nursing  Home.  Volunteers  estab- 
lish personal  relationships  with  the  elderly 
residents  through  visits  and  programs  of 
song,  recreation  and  other  individual  atten- 
tion. 

Laurens  Memorial  Home.  This  program 
similarly  involves  personal  expressions  of 
love  and  concern  for  elderly  residents  of  this 
county-funded  nursing  home. 

Presbyterian  Home  Singers.  Sponsored 
by  the  Christians  in  Action,  these  volunteers 
go  weekly  to  the  Presbyterian  Home  for 
activities  that  include  sing-alongs. 

Home  Health  Services.  Students  in  this 
program  spend  at  least  an  hour  a  week  visit- 


ing home-bound  patients  who  cannot  do  for 
themselves.  They  aid  families  and  nurses  in 
caring  for  the  patients  and  discuss  problems 
with  the  nurses  at  regular  luncheon  meetings. 

Adopt-a-Grandparent.  Coordinated 
through  Pi  Kappa  Phi  Fraternity,  this  pro- 
gram has  students  "adopting  a  grandpar- 
ent" at  a  local  nursing  home.  It  includes 
finding  time  to  visit  the  residents  and 
accompanying  them  in  shopping  or  seeing  a 
PC  play  or  the  like. 

Alston  Wilkes.  The  PC  chapter  of  this 
largest  public-offender-aid  society  in  the 
world  receives  SVS  cooperation  in  helping 
public  offenders  in  their  difficult  times  of  im- 
prisonment and  its  aftermath.  Mail  contacts 
and  providing  transportation  for  prison 
visits  by  inmates'  families  are  two  such 
services. 

Special  Olympics.  PC  volunteers  conduct 
this  five-county  track  and  field  meet  on  the 
college  track.  More  than  600  retarded  indi- 
viduals participate  enthusiastically  each  year 
in  this  first  round  that  leads  to  the  state 
meet  and  then  the  nationals.  Students  serve 
as  organizers,  coordinators,  officials  and 
companions  for  the  participants  as  they 
wait  in  the  stands  for  their  events. 

Spring  Break  Work  Mission.  During 
spring  holidays  each  year,  a  PC  group  goes 
to  some  part  of  the  country  to  help  in  a 
crisis  and  learn  of  church  involvement.  The 
trips  have  included  a  part  of  Appalachia 
after  flooding,  to  a  poor  Mobile  district 
after  a  hurricane,  and  to  help  erect  housing 
for  deprived  blacks  in  coastal  South 
Carolina. 

Open  Door  Community.  Volunteers  travel 
each  weekend  to  inner-city  Atlanta  and 
spend  two  nights  at  the  Open  Door  facility 
working  in  the  soup  kitchen  and  the  clothes 
closet — trying  to  serve  the  poor  who  have 
no  home  but  the  streets.  The  Open  Door 
Community  is  operated  year-round  by  PC 
alumnus  Ed  Loring  '63,  who  left  his  Presby- 
terian Church  pulpit  several  years  ago  to 
devote  full-time  to  this  compassionate 
ministry. 
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The  friendly  welcome  by  a  group  of  untoucha- 
bles .  .  .  scenes  of  village  life  .  .  .  traffic  in 
Delhi .  . .  cows  and  cow  dung  patties  . . .  colorful 
saris ...  a  Hindu  wedding . . .  sunrise  on  the 
Holy  Ganges . . .  beggars  and  scenes  of  abject 
poverty  . . .  people  sustained  by  their  religious  faith  . . .  the 
Taj  Mahal . . .  erotic  sculpture  of  Khajuraho  ...  a  perform- 
ance of  Indian  classical  music .  . .  warm  and  gracious 
people. 

These  are  among  the  mental  images  that  will  make  the 
summer  of  '85  forever  memorable.  That  was  the  summer 
when  I  spent  six  weeks  in  India,  one  of  the  most  rewarding 
and  enriching  experiences  of  my  life. 

For  the  past  18  years,  I  have  taught  a  course  in  World 
Civilization  in  which  I  have  introduced  my  students  to  the 
history  and  culture  of  Western  and  non-Western  people. 
Through  this  course  and  the  limited  reading  I  have  been 
able  to  do,  I  have  developed  a  great  appreciation  for  India's 
rich  culture  which  has  been  profoundly  influenced  by 
groups  from  outside  India  and  by  the  Indian  preoccupation 
with  the  spiritual  rather  than  the  material  in  the  eternal 
quest  for  the  meaning  of  existence.  The  result  is  a  culture 
permeated  by  religion,  structured  along  rigid  caste  lines, 
and,  unlike  our  own  culture,  oriented  toward  the  group 
rather  than  the  individual. 

When  I  was  invited  to  participate  in  a  travel-study 
seminar  in  India,  I  welcomed  the  opportunity  to  experience 
firsthand  a  way  of  life  about  which  I  had  only  read.  And 
that  firsthand  experience  has  made  all  the  difference,  for  it 
has  made  India  come  alive  for  me  in  a  way  that  no  amount 
of  reading  or  television  viewing  could  have  done.  Even 
though  it  meant  leaving  my  family  for  six  weeks  and  travel- 
ing 30,000  miles  at  a  time  when  international  travel  is 
becoming  increasingly  hazardous,  I  have  never  for  one 
moment  regretted  my  decision. 

The  theme  of  the  seminar  was  the  village  in  which  three- 
quarters  of  the  Indian  people  still  follow  a  way  of  life  that 
has  changed  little  over  the  centuries.  During  our  two-week 
stay  in  the  city  of  Madras,  we  heard  lectures  on  life  in  the 
village  by  scholars,  social  workers  and  government  offi- 
cials. But  it  was  our  visits  to  villages  near  Madras  and 
Bangalore  that  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  observe  village 
life.  Here  we  were  greeted  by  people  as  curious  to  see  us  as 
we  were  to  see  them.  They  welcomed  us  with  music, 
refreshments  and  gardands  of  flowers. 

Though  we  had  been  cautioned  about  eating  native 
foods,  we  accepted  the  coconut  milk  and  fruit  rather  than 
offend  people  who  were  so  anxious  to  make  our  visit  a 
pleasant  one.  After  entertaining  us,  the  villagers  proudly 
showed  us  through  their  village  where  we  could  look  inside 
huts,  talk  with  people  and  play  with  the  children  who  were 
everywhere. 

I  was  impressed  with  the  resourcefulness  of  the  people 
who  find  a  use  for  everything  in  their  effort  to  wrest  a  living 
from  the  barest  necessities.  In  the  village,  as  in  the  town  and 
city,  a  common  sight  is  the  cow  dung  patty  which  is  the 


principal  fuel  for  cooking.  One  frequently  sees  dung  patties 
plastered  on  walls  to  dry,  a  reminder  of  the  importance  in 
Indian  culture  of  the  cow  which  not  only  symbolizes  non- 
violence but  is  the  source  of  nourishment  and  fuel.  I  was 
also  impressed  by  the  friendliness  and  hospitality  of  the 
people  who,  despite  the  hardhips  of  living  in  conditions 
which  we  would  fine  unbearable,  still  found  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  in  small  things  and  who  were  anxious  to  share 
what  little  they  had. 

Life  in  the  village  follows  traditional  patterns  and  reflects 
little  of  the  change  that  one  sees  in  cities  such  as  Delhi  and 
Bombay.  For  people  of  the  village,  time-honored  traditions 
based  on  religion  and  the  caste  system  constitute  a  predic- 
table and  secure  way  of  life. 

One  of  my  most  memorable  experiences  was  a  visit  to  a 
community  of  untouchables  which  was  located  a  short  dis- 
tance from  the  main  village.  Although  they  had  work  to 
perform  in  the  village,  work  defined  by  their  position  at  the 
very  bottom  of  the  social  structure,  they  lived  apart  from 
the  main  village  and  did  not  associate  with  members  of  the 
other  castes.  They  had  their  own  school,  their  own  well, 
and  in  every  respect  lived  an  existence  separate  from  that  of 
the  other  villagers.  During  our  visit  to  their  community, 
they  welcomed  us  as  warmly  as  did  any  of  the  people  whom 
we  met  during  our  visit  to  India.  Although  untouchability 
has  been  legally  abolished,  the  tradition  continues  of  isolat- 
ing those  persons  born  into  this  group. 

One  afternoon  we  visited  the  Center  for  Rural  Develop- 
ment, a  self-supporting  project  which  employs  385  young

AN  INDIAN  ODYSSEY

people  from  nearby  villages.  They  live  in  dormitories  at  the 
center  where  they  are  taught  occupational  skills  including 
carpentry,  printing,  leatherwork,  sewing,  weaving  and  elec- 
tronic assembly.  The  items  which  they  produce  are  sold  in 
the  area  and  from  the  income  they  are  paid  a  wage.  For 
those  who  participate  in  the  project,  life  is  made  a  bit  easier. 

As  I  observed  those  young  people  at  work,  I  thought  of 
the  great  potential  in  the  people  of  the  villages  which,  if 
developed,  could  contribute  so  much  to  making  life  better. 
But  most  of  the  young  people  will  never  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  become  literate  or  to  learn  a  skill.  Although  the 
constitution  guarantees  an  education  to  every  person  to  age 
14,  this  is  a  goal  yet  to  be  realized.  Many  young  people 
never  attend  school  and  of  those  who  do  75%  drop  out 
before  age  14.  This  is  reflected  in  the  literacy  rate  in  India 
which  is  49%  for  men  and  25%  for  women.  One  of  the 
greatest  challenges  facing  India  is  that  of  developing  the 
innate  abilities  of  her  people. 

In  the  village,  as  in  the  town  and  city,  we  saw  evidence  of 
the  importance  of  the  family  in  Indian  society.  From  earli- 
est times  the  extended  family  has  been  one  of  the  groups  in 
which  the  individual  has  found  his  or  her  place.  Consisting 
of  parents,  children,  relatives  and  in-laws,  the  family  is 
headed  by  the  eldest  male — an  indication  of  the  importance 
of  age  and  sex  in  Indian  society. 

Decisions  are  made  in  the  interest  of  the  family,  and 
authority  is  accepted  without  question  by  family  members. 
While  the  interests  of  the  individual  are  clearly  subordinate 


to  those  of  the  group,  the  family  unit  provides  the  individ- 
ual with  a  sense  of  security  and  belonging.  The  perpetua- 
tion of  religion  is  dependent  on  the  family  unit  for  it  is 
family  members  who  instruct  the  child  in  the  religious  faith 
of  the  group. 

In  madras  we  attended  a  Hindu  wedding  ceremony,  a 
privilege  not  usually  granted  to  visitors.  It  was  a  gala  social 
occasion  which  lasted  most  of  the  day  and  into  the  evening, 
though  we  were  present  only  for  a  portion  of  the  ceremony. 
Since  it  involved  the  son  of  an  important  government  offi- 
cial, it  was  more  elaborate  than  most  weddings.  But  like  all 
weddings  in  India,  it  was  arranged  by  the  families  and  in 
the  interest  of  the  families  of  the  bride  and  groom.  Present 
to  give  his  blessing  was  the  eldest  member  of  the  family  of 
the  groom,  a  feeble  gentleman  seated  immeditaely  in  front 
of  the  platform  on  which  the  Hindu  priests  performed  their 
tedious  ritual  of  chant  and  blessing  which  was  comprehens- 
ible, we  were  told,  to  no  one  but  themselves. 

Since  marriages  are  arranged  by  families,  the  prospective 
bride  and  groom  usually  do  not  see  each  other  until  the  day 
of  the  wedding.  Since  there  is  no  period  of  courtship  prior 
to  marriage,  the  Western  practice  of  dating  is  virtually 
unknown.  Only  in  some  middle  class  families  are  the  wishes 
of  the  son  or  daughter  considered. 

Indian  newspapers  regularly  carry  marriage  notices 
which  list  the  qualities  and  qualifications  of  prospective 
brides  and  grooms.  Interested  families  may  pursue  a  pros- 
pect   but    no    arrangement    will    be    concluded    without

exchanging  horoscopes.  Although  there  may  be  many 
advantages  for  the  families  contemplating  a  marriage 
arrangement,  if  the  horoscopes  are  not  compatible,  the 
negotiations  are  terminated.  Nothing  in  India  is  undertaken 
without  the  approval  of  the  astrologer. 

Unfortunately,  India  and  poverty  are  almost  synonym- 
ous in  the  Western  mind,  with  the  result  that  many  visitors 
obsessed  with  the  poverty  overlook  much  of  the  beauty  of 
India.  But  to  ignore  the  poverty  would  be  to  ignore  the 
obvious.  In  India  there  are  great  disparities  of  wealth. 
Some  live  very  comfortably,  a  few  luxuriously,  while  the 
great  majority  of  the  people  struggle  to  survive  from  day  to 
day.  No  matter  how  much  one  has  read  or  has  been  told 
about  conditions  in  India,  one  is  never  quite  prepared  emo- 
tionally for  the  experience  of  seeing  children,  young  moth- 
ers with  emaciated  babies  and  horribly  deformed  persons 
pleading  for  a  few  rupees  with  which  to  buy  food. 

Beggars  are  so  numerous  that  one  easily  begins  to  ignore 
them,  even  to  consider  them  a  nuisance.  The  realization 
that  the  gift  of  a  few  rupees  would  not  appreciably  alter 
their  circumstance  does  not  allay  the  feeling  that  comes 
when  one  turns  away  from  another  human  being  in  need. 
The  response  to  poverty  is  just  one  of  the  ways  in  which 
India  forces  one  to  confront  one's  self,  one's  values  and 
one's  humanity. 

Religion  has  had  a  profound  influence  on  India's  culture 
and  is  today  a  vital  part  of  Indian  life.  In  India  religion  is  a 
part  of  life  to  a  degree  not  found  in  Western  society.  For 
the  Indian,  virtually  every  act  has  religious  significance. 
Temples,  mosques,  sidewalk  shrines,  worship  centers  in 
homes,  revered  holy  men,  all  are  testimonials  to  the  central 
importance  of  religion. 

From  earliest  times  the  Indian  people,  experiencing  the 
suffering  and  fragility  of  life  that  have  been  part  of  the 
human  condition,  have  sought  the  meaning  of  existence 
more  diligently  perhaps  than  have  any  other  people.  From 
this  search  for  answers  to  the  ultimate  questions  have  come 
two  of  the  world's  great  religions,  Hinduism  and  Buddhism. 

Hinduism,  the  religion  of  four-fifths  of  the  Indian  peo- 
ple, is  not  a  religion  as  we  know  it  for  it  has  no  founder,  no 
doctrine  and  no  form  of  worship.  It  is  the  world's  most 
tolerant  religion,  allowing  the  individual  to  search  for  god 
in  his  own  way.  Although  thousands  of  deities  constitute 
the  Hindu  pantheon,  to  the  faithful  each  deity  represents  an 
attribute  of  the  One,  Brahman,  the  source  of  all  life.  Most 
incomprehensible  to  the  Westerner  is  the  belief  in  the  cycle 
of  rebirth  by  which  the  soul  is  trapped  in  this  life  until  it 
realizes  the  truth  of  the  unimportance  of  material  things. 
When  this  truth  is  learned,  the  cycle  is  broken  and  the 
individual  soul  finds  peace  and  contentment  through  the 
return  to  Brahman. 

The  teachings  of  the  gentle  Buddha  also  reflect  this  belief 
that  only  through  the  rejection  of  the  material  world  and 
the  cultivation  of  the  spiritual  life  can  one  find  peace. 

From  these  religions,  so  strange  by  Western  standards, 
have  come  a  reverence  for  all  life,  a  belief  in  non-violence. 


Big  country  with  big  problems 

India,  the  world's  largest  democracy,  is  a  developing 
nation  confronted  with  fundamental  problems  which  she 
must  resolve  if  she  is  to  take  her  place  in  the  first  rank  of 
world  powers. 

As  a  result  of  the  absence  of  political  unity  throughout 
most  of  her  long  history,  intense  regional  loyalties  in  the  22 
states  and  nine  federal  territories  threaten  India's  political 
integrity. 

Language  presents  another  problem,  for  in  India  there  is 
no  single  language  spoken  by  all  Indians.  Rather,  there  are 
15  major  languages  and  hundreds  of  minor  languages  and 
dialects. 

A  burgeoning  population  of  762  million  will  double  by 
the  year  2020  and  place  even  greater  demand  on  already 
inadequate  resources.  Consequently,  India  must,  within  the 
democratic  system,  find  some  means  of  controlling  popula- 
tion growth  while  improving  the  living  conditions  of  her 
people. 

The  attempt  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  has  resulted  in 
uneven  development.  In  some  respects,  India  is  a  nation  of 
the  20th  century;  in  others,  she  has  barely  entered  the  mod- 
ern period.

and  a  recognition  of  the  ultimate  importance  of  the  things 
of  the  spirit. 

Today,  as  they  have  been  throughout  the  ages,  the  people 
are  sustained  by  their  religious  faith.  One  of  my  most  vivid 
memories  is  of  Benares  and  an  early  morning  visit  to  the 
Ganges,  the  holiest  of  rivers.  Hindus  flock  to  Benares  from 
all  over  India  in  order  to  bathe  in  the  purifying  waters  of 
the  Ganges. 

At  dawn  the  city  came  alive  as  people  made  their  way  to 
the  ghats,  or  sacred  stairs,  that  lead  down  to  the  river.  At 
the  river,  the  most  polluted  in  the  world,  people  bathed, 
laundered  clothes,  filled  water  containers,  and  worshipped. 
On  the  burning  ghats,  bodies  awaited  cremation  after 
which  the  ashes  would  be  strewn  on  the  waters. 

After  witnessing  this  early  morning  ritual,  we  walked 
through  the  narrow  streets  near  the  river  and  saw  people 
living  in  appalling  conditions.  These  were  the  same  people 
w  ho  regularly  visit  the  Ganges,  people  for  whom  religion  is 
vital  for  it  gives  meaning  and  purpose  to  their  otherwise 
hopeless  existence. 

Given  the  limitations  imposed  by  my  own  culture  and  the 
short  period  I  was  in  India,  I  cannot  presume  to  understand 
and  appreciate  fully  the  Indian  way  of  life.  But  I  came  away 
with  the  feeling  that  we  in  the  West  would  do  well  to  look 
to  India,  not  for  the  purpose  of  remaking  that  society  in  our 


image,  but  of  learning  from  India's  rich  cultural  heritage.  It 
would  seem  that  a  people  who  have  been  so  preoccupied 
with  defining  those  things  of  lasting  value  would  have 
something  to  say  to  us.  In  the  words  of  Will  Durant: 

"Perhaps,  in  return  for  conquest,  arrogance  and  spolia- 
tion, India  will  teach  us  the  tolerance  and  gentleness  of  the 
mature  mind,  the  quiet  content  of  the  unacquisitive  soul, 
the  calm  of  the  understanding  spirit,  and  a  unifying,  pacify- 
ing love  for  all  living  things." 

My  summer  experience  has  reinforced  my  conviction 
that  today's  students  must  develop  some  understanding  and 
appreciation  of  other  cultures  as  well  as  their  own  if  they 
are  to  live  as  responsible  citizens  in  a  rapidly  shrinking 
world.  And  as  a  result  of  my  experience  in  India  I  can,  with 
greater  enthusiasm,  encourage  them  not  only  to  learn  about 
other  cultures  but  to  take  advantage  of  opportunities  to 
travel  to  another  part  of  the  world. 

I  look  forward  to  the  day  when  every  student  at  Presby- 
terian College  will  be  required  to  spend  time  in  another 
culture.  I  can  think  of  nothing  that  would  have  a  greater 
impact  on  this  campus.  It  could  be  an  experience  that 
would  forever  change  the  lives  of  our  students,  that  would 
stimulate  their  curiosity  and  desire  to  learn,  and  would 
make  them  more  sensitive  and  responsible  human  beings.

Dr.  Ronald  D.  Burnside  gained  his  first- 
hand insights  into  India  last  summer  as  part 
of  a  Fulbright-funded  seminar  group  that 
spent  two  weeks  in  Madras  studying  the  vil- 
lage and  four  weeks  traveling  throughout 
India. 

He  was  joined  by  PC  colleagues  Robert 
H.  Freymeyer,  assistant  professor  of  sociol- 


ogy, and  Kelly  L.  Summey,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  art. 

Faculty  members  from  eight  other  col- 
leges also  participated  in  the  seminar,  which 
was  sponsored  by  Lander  College  under  the 
direction  of  President  Larry  Jackson. 

This  South  Carolina  Seminar  in  India 
had  as  its  theme  "The  Village,  a  Traditional 


Enclave  in  a  Changing  Society."  A  total  16 
faculty  members  made  the  trip. 

A  Presbyterian  College  professor  since 
1963  and  department  chairman  for  the  past 
20  years,  Ron  Burnside  holds  the  designa- 
tion of  Marshall  W.  Brown  Professor  of 
History.  He  received  the  Alumni  Distin- 
guished Teaching  Award  in  1981  and  is  a 
past  president  of  the  South  Carolina  Histor- 
ical Association.

Springs  Campus  Center: 


A  congenial  hub  of  varied  activity 


Springs  Campus  Center  lives  up  to  its  billing  as  the  hub 
of  extracurricular  and  leisure-time  pursuits. 

Activity  has  exploded  here  since  this  facility  opened  in 
late- August  after  a  SI. 6  million  renovation  job.  And  the 
transformation  from  old  Springs  Gymnasium  continues  to 
impress  students  and  faculty  as  well  as  alumni,  parents  and 
friends  returning  for  special  events  at  Presbyterian  College. 
The  building  welcomes  them  all. 

"We  felt  that  Springs  Center  would  be  a  uniting  force 
on  campus,"  President  Orr  said,  "a  place  to  bring  all  ele- 
ments of  the  college  community  together.  So  I  am  pleased 
to  note  it  does,  indeed,  create  a  congenial  environment  that 
reinforces  the  strong  PC  spirit." 

Located  at  the  heart  of  the  campus.  Springs  already  has 
become  the  center  for  activities  that  range  from  socializing 
and  fellowship  ...  to  student  publications  and  self- 
government  ...  to  physical  fitness,  recreation  and  non- 
varsity  sports.  The  canteen  and  campus  store  are  relocated 
here,  along  with  the  post  office  and  student  offices. 

"Because  of  the  various  activities  and  free  play,  there  is 
a  constant  stream  of  people  through  Springs,"  center  direc- 
tor Debbie  White  said.  "The  faculty  and  staff  mix  freely 
with  students  here,  and  the  alumni  really  seemed  to  enjoy  it 
at  Homecoming." 

She  presides  over  a  staff  of  part-time  student  workers  in 


trying  to  keep  the  programs  functioning  smoothly  in  all 
directions.  The  Student  Union  Board  and  other  organiza- 
tions help  to  plan  and  coordinate  activities. 

A  first  impression  upon  entering  Springs  Center  is  of 
the  well-appointed  main  lounge  bubbling  over  with  infor- 
mal camaraderie.  Occupying  much  of  the  first  floor,  it  fea- 
tures numerous  conversation  groups,  makes  room  for 
billiards  and  table  tennis,  and  overlooks  the  all-tile  indoor 
swimming  pool.  The  opposite  side  opens  upon  an  enclosed 
snack  area  with  tables,  serviced  by  the  adjacent  canteen  and 
campus  store  across  the  rear  of  the  lounge.  This  facility 
(under  store  manager  Clyde  Smith)  is  named  in  memory  of 
New  York  banker  Charles  Gambrell  through  a  gift  by  the 
Belk-Simpson  Foundation  of  Greenville,  S.  C. 

Also  located  on  the  first  floor  are  the  post  office, 
television-viewing  lounge,  student  offices  and  a  room  with 
electronic  video  games. 

Free  play  flourishes  around  the  table  tennis  and  billiard 
tables,  right  in  the  center  of  it  all.  And  over  in  the  swim- 
ming pool,  one  can  simply  splash  about  or  get  involved  in 
lap-swimming,  a  swim  meet  or  recreational  water  games. 
The  pool  area  has  been  opened  up  into  a  more  inviting 
atmosphere — with  picture  windows  on  the  main  lounge 
side  and  enclosed  patio  to  the  outside.

full  competition  in  the  Springs  building.  These  non-varsity 
team  sports . . .  free  play  and  group  recreation  ...  an  occa- 
sional dance  plus  a  few  receptions ...  all  combined  to  keep 
the  second-floor  area  busily  engaged.  It's  the  old  gym  floor 
now  completely  refurbished.  Named  the  H.  William  Close 
Arena  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  chairman  of  Springs  Indus- 
tries, Inc.,  this  area  was  remodeled  on  a  gift  by  his  friend 
and  PC  alumnus,  Ellison  S.  McKissick  '50,  president  of 
Alice  Manufacturing  Co.  of  Easley,  S.  C. 

The  second  floor  also  features  a  kitchen,  music  listening 
room  and  a  large  conference  room  in  the  space  formerly 
occupied  by  the  offices  of  Walter  Johnson,  Lonnie  McMil- 
lian  and  their  coaching  successors. 

The  abbreviated  third  floor  of  Springs,  once  a  spectator 
area  overlooking  the  basketball  arena,  has  been  renovated 
into  facilities  for  exercise  and  physical  fitness  workouts 
with  weight-lifting  and  other  equipment.  It  remains  open 
through  use  of  glass  partitions.

Music  professor  Dr.  Charles  Gaines  and 
Tom  Stallworth,  associate  professor  of  reli- 
gion, were  co-leaders  on  the  PC  Choir's 
European  Study-Concert  that  combined 
church  history  with  visits  and  singing  ap- 
pearances in  numerous  cathedrals.

Dr.  Bob  Hudson,  associate  professor  of 
biology,  visited  the  University  of  Rhode 
Island  where  he  presented  a  paper  on  "Con- 
servation of  Fresh  Water  Mussels  through 
Artificial  Copy  Methods"  to  the  American 
Malecological  Union. 

Dr.  Fred  James,  also  professor  of  biol- 
ogy, completed  work  on  a  new  course 
entitled  "Biological  Molecules"  and  devel- 
oped a  student  handbook  for  the  course.  In 
addition,  he  developed  more  challenging 
labs  for  freshmen.  And  their  biology  col- 
league, professor  Jim  Stidham,  combined 
research  and  study  of  marine  science  at  the 
Hofstra  University  Laboratory  in  Jamaica 


while  also  presenting  lectures  at  the  uni- 
versity. 

Through  visits  to  several  area  colleges, 
Dr.  Ted  Hunter  ascertained  library  holdings 
and  other  literature  in  medical  sociology 
and  social  stratification  to  prepare  for  a  new 
course  in  the  sociology  department  he 
chairs. 

Mrs.  Ann  Moorefield,  assistant  professor 
of  English,  worked  to  improve  the  depart- 
ment's grammar  laboratory  by  adding  and 
revising  new  grammar  modules  and  tests 
and  by  upgrading  its  referral  system.  Mean- 
while, the  English  department's  Dr.  Rachel 
Stewart,  an  associate  professor,  traveled  to 
Oxford,  England,  to  attend  the  Oxford- 
Berkeley  Program  and  to  enroll  in  two 
courses. 

Two  religion  professors  engaged  in  summer 
study  programs.  Dr.  Jack  Presseau  attended 
the  Second  International  Conference  on 
C.  S.  Lewis,  well-known  for  his  children's 
stories,  Christian  apologetic  writings  and  an 
expert  on  Medieval  literature.  Dr.  George 
Ramsey  attended  a  seminar  in  Montreaux, 
Switzerland,  sponsored  by  American  Summer 
Institutes,  which  concentrated  on  religion 
and  culture  and  their  interconnectedness. 

Dr.  David  Turpin,  associate  professor  of 
Spanish  and  Portuguese,  traveled  to  Wash- 
ington for  research  in  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress. It  dealt  with  the  relationship  of 
religion,  literature  and  social  change  in 
Latin  America. 


Schaeffer  recital  dedicates 
Bruce  Barksdale  pipe  organ 

Dr.  Stephen  G.  Schaeffer  displayed  his 
talents  as  a  concert  organist  in  two  signifi- 
cant performances  of  recent  weeks  for  the 
fine  arts  chairman  and  associate  professor 
of  music. 

He  played  the  special  recital  dedicating 
PC's  newly  installed  Moller  pipe  organ  in 
memory  of  Greenwood  business  leader  and 
former  college  trustee  Bruce  Barksdale. 
This  November  program  drew  a  responsive 
crowd  into  Belk  Auditorium  for  a  musical 
testimony  of  just  how  much  the  15-rank 
organ  will  mean  to  the  college  as  both  a 
concert  and  teaching  instrument. 

In  mid-October,  Schaeffer  performed  as  a

Record  $10  million  budget 

PC  trustees  gave  final  approval  to  a  record 
1985-86  budget  of  almost  $10  million  and 
reelected  board  officers  as  the  main  features 
of  their  November  meeting  on  campus. 

The  new  budget  of  $9,956,569  represents 
a  13  percent  increase  over  last  year's  $8.8 
million  budget  and  a  2  percent  increase  over 
the  amount  set  tentatively  by  the  board  last 
spring  for  the  current  July-June  fiscal  year. 
Final  board  action  at  this  meeting  came 
after  fall  registration  exceeded  the  enroll- 
ment of  last  year  (931  compared  to  914). 

Dr.  W.  Frank  Harrington,  senior  minis- 
ter of  Atlanta's  Peachtree  Presbyterian 
Church,  was  reelected  trustee  chairman  for 
the  coming  year.  Also  chosen  to  serve 
another  term  with  him  were:  Vice  Chairman 
Wilson  C.  Wearn  of  Greenville,  chairman  of 
Multimedia,  Inc.;  and  Secretary  Hugh  S. 
Jacobs  of  Clinton,  vice  president  of  Jacobs 
Press.  Both  Harrington  and  Jacobs  are  PC 
alumni. 

President  Orr  and  administrative  officers 
made  reports  to  the  board  and  its  commit- 
tees, which  gave  strong  endorsement  to  the 
college  operations.  The  trustees  also  re- 
viewed with  approval  the  Institutional  Self- 
Study  Report,  now  in  the  final  stages  of 
preparation  by  faculty  and  staff,  for  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools. 

Distinguished  Teaching  Award 
goes  to  chemistry's  Ed  Gouge 

Salute  Dr.  Edward  M.  Gouge,  associate 
professor  of  chemistry,  as  PC's  1985  Alumni 
Distinguished  Teacher. 

He  was  chosen  last  spring  for  the  award 
bestowed  annually  by  the  PC  Alumni 
Association  —  based  on  student  nomina- 
tions— to  a  full-time  professor  "in  grateful 
recognition  of  and  appreciation  for  skill  as  a 
classroom  teacher,  reflecting  both  scholar- 
ship and  concern  for  the  individual  student." 

Ed  Gouge  joined  the  faculty  here  in  1976 
directly  after  earning  his  PhD  at  Clemson 
University.  He  holds  his  undergraduate  de- 
gree from  Western  Carolina  and  is  a  veteran 
of  the  Vietnam  War.

Gillespie,  Weaver  publish 

Political  scientists  Dave  Gillespie  and  Tom 
Weaver  analyze  "What  Palestinians  Believe" 
as  co-authors  of  an  article  in  the  spring  issue 
of  the  Journal  of  Palestine  Studies. 

It's  a  prestigious  quarterly  on  Palestinian 
affairs  and  the  Arab-Israeli  conflict  pub- 
lished jointly  by  the  Institute  of  Palestine 
Studies  and  Kuwait  University.  Their  article 
is  presented  as  "a  systematic  analysis  of 
belief  systems  in  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza." 

Dr.  Gillespie  serves  as  associate  professor 
and  political  science  department  chairman 
at  PC,  while  Dr.  Weaver  is  an  assistant  pro- 
fessor specializing  in  Middle  East  Politics. 
In  addition  to  Weaver's  early  study  at  Bir- 
zeit  University,  the  two  professors  spent  the 
summer  of  1983  doing  research  in  the  Mid- 


dle East.  They  were  joined  in  writing  the 
article  by  Dr.  Ali  al-Jarbawi,  professor  of 
Middle  East  studies  at  Birzeit  University.

Cannon  maintains  railroad 
interest  in  varied  ways 

William  S.  (Bill)  Cannon  maintains  his  spe- 
cial interest  in  railroads  in  addition  to  his 
responsibilities  as  associate  professor  of 
mathematics  and  computer  science. 

He  spoke  last  month  on  the  subject 
"Rails— to  Where?"  at  the  November  meet- 
ing of  the  Florence  (S.  C.)  Heritage  Foun- 
dation. His  presentation  took  a  general  look 
at  railroad  history  and  some  of  its  colorful 
personalities. 

Long  considered  an  authority  on  railroad 
history  and  operations,  Bill  Cannon  has 
written  numerous  articles  on  the  subject  for 
regional  and  national  publications  and  has 
assisted  with  research  on  books  dealing  with 
railroading  in  the  Carolinas. 

Much  of  his  time  away  from  the  class- 
room—since joining  the  PC  faculty  in 
1957— has  been  devoted  to  this  interest.  For 
example.  Cannon  worked  weekends  for  1 1 
years  (1968-79)  as  press  representative  for 
Clinchfield  Railroad,  promoting  mountain 
excursion  train  business,  and  five  summers 
as  a  relief  agent /operator  for  CN  &  L  Rail- 
road. In  his  spare  time  he  runs  a  steam 
locomotive  at  the  Mississippi  Railway  Mu- 
seum and  diesels  when  available.  He  also 
holds  active  membership  in  a  number  of 
organizations  in  several  states  devoted  to 
preserving  railroad  history  and  tradition. 

Student  delegates  win  awards 
at  Model  Security  Council 

PC  student  delegates  won  mock  battles  at 
a  recent  simulated  session  of  the  United 
Nations. 

They  finished  second  in  awards  among 
the  representatives  of  50  colleges  and  uni- 
versities attending  the  1985  Model  Security 
Council  held  this  fall  at  Appalachian  State 
University. 

These  awards  went  to  Jon  DuBose  of  Hil- 
ton Head  Island  and  Chris  Robinson  of 
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Tucker,  Ga.,  for  their  outstanding  portrayal 
of  India  as  a  third  world  nation,  and  to 
Chris  DuBose  of  Hilton  Head  Island  and 
Rick  Law  of  Fairfax,  Va.,  representing  the 
United  States.  The  latter  group  won  ap- 
proval for  an  arms  control  resolution  and 
co-sponsored  two  separate  bills  dealing  with 
South  Africa  and  the  Middle  East.

All  eight  students  are  members  of  the 
International  Relations  class  taught  by  Dr. 
Tom  Weaver,  who  said  he  was  especially 
pleased  by  their  enthusiasm.  He  said  partic- 
ipation under  sponsorship  of  the  political 
science  department  will  be  an  annual  project 
in  the  future. 


Inman  and  senior  present 
biology  papers  at  meeting 


Biology  chairman  John  Inman  and  senior 
John  McGill  each  presented  papers  at  the 
1985  annual  session  of  the  South  Carolina 
Academy  of  Sciences. 

Dr.  Inman's  paper  concerned  the  effects 
of  using  decaying  crab  shells  (a  coastal  by- 
product of  the  crab  industry)  as  a  fertilizer 
additive  to  stimulate  plant  growth  while 
decreasing  the  cost  of  fertilizer  and  helping 
to  alleviate  waste. 

McGill's  presentation  described  his  re- 
search involving  the  laboratory  rearing  of 
mussel  (fresh  water  clam)  larvae  and 
juveniles.

Recent  gifts  have  included  surplus  labor- 
atory glassware  and  instruments  from  Arco 
Chemical,  a  mainframe  computer  and 
broadcast  equipment  from  Jefferson  Pilot 
Broadcasting,  and  four  truckloads  of  sur- 
plus animal  cages  and  racks  resulting  from  a 
Hazelton  Systems  merger.

Colleges  pay  a  $1,000  annual  membership 
fee,  and  gifts  are  distributed  on  a  point  sys- 
tem as  well  as  need.  Items  which  the  college 
cannot  use  are  sold  and  the  funds  are 
distributed— such  as  $600,000  for  a  vacant 
textile  mill  given  to  the  Clearing  House.

Just  18  points  away  from  a  perfect  season! 

In  his  debut  as  head  football  coach, 
alumnus  Elliott  Poss  led  the  Blue  Hose  to  a 
high-tensioned  7-3-1  record  that  produced 
cliff-hanging  melodrama  at  each  weekly 
show.  The  total  margin  of  those  three  losses 
totaled  14  points.  So  the  addition  of  just  18 
points  in  crucial  places  would  have  pro- 
duced that  perfect  1 1-0  year. 

Even  so,  it  was  a  very  good  year  for  PC 
football.  The  team  ranked  18th  in  the  final 
national  poll  of  the  NAIA,  gained  recogni- 
tion for  individual  performers  and  displayed 
a  brand  of  play  that  left  fans  satisfied  if  limp 
from  suspenseful  action. 

The  "Perils  of  Poss"  script  that  began 
with  a  narrow  7-14  loss  to  The  Citadel 
ended  12  weeks  later  when  a  last-second 
blocked  field-goal  attempt  preserved  a  24- 
24  tie  with  Newberry.  In-between,  other 
hair-raising  finishes  saw  the  Blue  Hose 
escape  30-28  against  Wofford  with  nine 
seconds  left,  12-9  against  Elon,  3-0  against 
Liberty  and  35-28  against  Carson-Newman,

High  drama  on  the  football  field 


while  dropping  a  21-22  decision  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne  on  a  two-point  conversion  after  time 
had  expired  and  a  7-13  verdict  to  Mars  Hill. 

The  other  three  games  provided  the  lux- 
ury of  fourth-quarter  comfort  in  victories 
over  Georgia  Southwestern  (31-0),  Catawba 
(38-20)  and  Gardner-Webb  (26-0). 

Presbyterian  built  its  game  plan  around  a 
strong  defense  and  a  more  versatile  offense 
that  ran  twice  as  much  as  it  passed. 

In  a  defensive  line  that  ranked  among  the 
national  leaders  by  allowing  just  107  rush- 
ing yards-per-game,  tackle  Lawrence  Jack- 
son strengthened  his  All-America  bid  with 
1 14  total  tackles  and  1 1  quarterback  sacks. 
Linebacker  Rodney  Berry  followed  with 
103  tackles,  while  defensive  back  Kelvin 
Calwile  had  87  and  also  pulled  in  six  inter- 
ceptions among  the  21  interceptions  col- 
lected by  the  team. 

Jackson  and  Calwile  already  had  been 
named  to  the  SAC-8  Conference  defensive 
first  team  when  this  magazine  went  to  press. 

Offensively,   the  spotlight  fell  on   little 


running  back  Stevie  Riggins,  who  received 
the  SAC-8  "freshman  of  the  year"  nomina- 
tion and  a  slot  on  its  all-conference  team  as 
a  return  specialist. 

Riggins  was  a  NAIA  national  leader  in 
punt-returns,  averaging  18.3  yards  on  his  17 
run-backs.  Two  of  these  went  for  touch- 
downs, including  the  79-yarder  against  The 
Citadel  the  very  first  time  his  hands  touched 
the  ball  in  college  play.  He  also  emerged  as 
PC's  rushing  leader,  with  926  total  yards 
from  scrimmage  for  a  5.3  yards-per-carry 
average,  caught  13  passes  for  another  154 
yards  and  scored  nine  touchdowns. 

Also  prominent  in  the  Blue  Hose  attack 
were:  quarterback  Ted  Stephens,  with  1,065 
passing  yards  and  six  touchdowns  on  a  44 
percent  accuracy  rate;  running  back  Jimmy 
Lindsey,  with  478  rushing  yards  (5.6  aver- 
age); fullback  Billy  Barnes,  with  436  yards 
(5.1);  split  end  Del  Barksdale,  with  262 
yards  on  12  receptions;  and  tight  end  John 
Clark,  with  251  on  15  passes  received. 

The  toe  of  Doug  Culler  made  him  high 
scorer  for  the  year  as  he  amassed  62  total 
points  by  kicking  23  of  24  extra-point 
attempts  and  13  field  goals  in  21  tries.  Even 
more,  his  cool  accuracy  provided  the  mar- 
gin of  victory  in  several  of  the  contests. 

Elliott  Poss  could  take  pride  in  the  spir- 
ited play  of  his  first  team  as  head  coach 
after  ten  years  as  a  PC  assistant.  Sharing  the 
coaching  credit  with  him  is  a  staff  composed 
of  Bob  Strock,  Bruce  Hill,  Bill  Shaver, 
Mike  Lindley  and  Gary  Nelson. 


Women  cagers  see  better  things  ahead 


"Our  players  are  working  hard  and  han- 
dling defeat  well,"  is  the  way  Coach  Byron 
Rucker  sums  up  the  pre-Christmas  phase  of 
his  women's  basketball  schedule. 

The  present  1-6  record  includes  losses  to 
NCAA  Division  One  opponents  Georgia 
Tech,  Clemson  and  Baptist,  so  Rucker  has 
reason  to  feel  the  undaunted  spirit  of  his 
Lady  Blue  Hose  will  prevail  more  often  in 
the  largely  district  play  ahead. 

"We  will  be  better  after  Christmas  when 
Marie  Bolt,  a  6-3  transfer  from  Furman, 
becomes  eligible,"  Rucker  said. 

Her  presence   will  enable   him  to  shift 


some  of  his  players  back  into  their  regular 
positions.  Injuries  and  the  loss  of  last  year's 
star,  Adnenne  Singleton,  before  the  season  began 
have  proved  especially  burdensome.  When 
Singleton  withdrew  from  school,  she  re- 
moved the  district's  leading  scorer  and 
rebounder  from  the  PC  team  that  went  1 8-8 
last  year. 

The  big  gun  so  far  this  year  has  been 
Martha  Williams,  5-9  co-captain  who  aver- 
ages 18.3  points  and  9  rebounds  per  game. 
Nancy  Renwick  follows  at  a  10  points  and  7 
rebounds  pace. 


Volleyball's  best  record 

A  young  team  produced  PC's  best  volley- 
ball record  in  a  full  season  that  ended  with 
24  victories  and  20  defeats. 

Coach  Libby  Galloway  had  1 1  new  play- 
ers (nine  freshmen  and  two  transfers),  and 
she  utilized  them  to  the  hilt  in  achieving  the 
big  improvement  over  last  year's  8-28  record. 

"Our  young  women  showed  that  hard 
work  and  dedication,  along  with  belief  in 
themselves,  can  produce  a  winning  season," 
she  said.  "We  were  disappointed  in  not 
making  the  district  playoffs,  but  the  expe- 
rience gained  and  positive  attitude  will  pay 
off  next  year.  Not  only  are  these  student- 
athletes  good  players,  but  they  are  neat 
individuals." 

Freshman  Sanya  Alexander  led  the  squad 
and  became  PC's  first  player  to  make  the 
All-District  6  volleyball  first  team.  Mary 
Alexander  was  cited  for  one  of  the  district's 
player-of-the-week  honors.

Among  the  scholar-athletes  of  this  country, 
PC  soccer  star  Brett  Armstrong  now  holds 
the  distinction  of  being  named  to  the  Aca- 
demic All-America  team  of  the  NAIA. 

He  earned  this  accolade  not  only  in  the 
classroom  but  also  for  being  his  team's  lead- 
ing player.  On  the  field,  senior  Armstrong 
finished  in  the  top  20  nationally  in  assists, 
led  District  6  in  that  department  and  made 
the  All-District  first  team  when  post-season 
honors  were  passed  out. 

John  Harrell  made  the  All-District  sec- 
ond team,  while  Jimmy  Eyerman  received 
honorable  mention.  And  Eyerman  joined 
Armstrong  on  the  All-District  6  Academic 
team. 

Playing  its  toughest  schedule  ever  in  a 
rapidly  emerging  sport,  the  Blue  Hose 
soccer  team  posted  a  6-9-2  regular-season 
record  this  fall  and  qualified  for  the  district 
playoffs.  Coach  Ralph  Poison  was  espe- 
cially pleased  that  his  young  team  scored 
victories  over  Florida  Southern  and  nation- 
ally ranked  Emory.

way  the  players  had  compensated  for  the 
loss  of  Wiley  Adams,  leading  scorer  and 
rebounder  of  last  year,  who  underwent  pre- 
season knee  surgery  that  keeps  him  side- 
lined until  January. 

If  Adams  can  return  with  his  previous 
touch,  it  will  give  the  Blue  Hose  a  great 
boost  as  they  head  into  the  important  final 
two  months  of  the  schedule  in  very  fast  Dis- 
trict 6  competition. 

The  big  gun  so  far  for  PC  has  been  6-8 
senior  Danny  Howell,  co-captain  averaging 
over  2 1  points-per-game  and  also  leading  in 
rebounds  with  an  8  average.  "Danny  is  a 
self-motivated  young  man  with  real  deter- 
mination and  hustle,"  Blatt  said. 

As  for  the  other  two  co-captains,  Kenny 
Howard  is  scoring  at  a  10  per-game  pace 
while  Mike  Smith  runs  second  in  rebounds 
with  a  5  per-game  average.  Meanwhile, 
Doug  Sadler  improves  at  point  guard  and 
is  expected  to  reach  full  potential  after 
Christmas. 


Making  his  bid  as  a  newcomer  to  the 
squad  is  Ronnie  Lucas,  graduate  of  Florida 
Junior  College,  whose  outside  shooting 
ability  has  him  ranked  second  among  scor- 
ers with  11 -point  accuracy  rate. 

The  PC  team,  which  recorded  an  impres- 
sive 24-8  record  last  year,  had  to  adjust  to 
new  coaches  and  a  new  system  of  play  this 
season. 

"Because  these  things  do  take  time  to  jell, 
we  have  to  be  realistic  and  not  expect  the 
squad  to  reach  its  peak  until  the  second 
semester,"  Blatt  pointed  out.

He  Really  Can 
Make  You  a  Star 

The  article  below,  written  by  Del  Marth,  is 
reprinted  from  a  recent  issue  of  Nation's 
Business.  Howard  (Howdy)  Letzring  earned 
his  BS  degree  in  1967  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege, where  he  starred  on  the  tennis  team. 

Howard  Letzring  is  paid  to  attend  con- 
ventions. Last  year  he  showed  up  at  50  of 
them.  "I  put  out  so  much  energy  that  it 
takes  me  three  or  four  days  to  recover  from 
each  one,"  he  says. 

But  the  money  is  a  great  restorative.  He 
earns  an  average  of  $10,000  per  convention 
plus  expenses. 

Letzring  checks  in  as  the  producer  of 
"Wild  World  of  Sports,"  the  main  product 
of  his  Belleair  Shores,  Fla.,  company.  Ten- 
nis Dimensions,  Inc.  He  videotapes  the 
antics  of  delegates  at  play — on  the  golf 
course,  on  the  tennis  courts,  fishing,  at  spe- 
cial theme  parties.  He  edits  the  tapes  into  a 
20-minute  film  with  musical  background 
that  has  the  audience  at  the  final  banquet 
laughing  at  and  applauding  their  own  antics. 

In  the  1960s,  Letzring,  a  highly  ranked 
junior  tennis  player  (18th  nationally),  went 
through  a  South  Carolina  college  on  a  ten- 
nis scholarship.  But  he  realized  he  was  no 
John  McEnroe,  and  after  graduation  in 
1967,  he  began  teaching  tennis,  first  in  Chi- 
cago, then  in  Cleveland  and  finally,  in  1972, 
at  the  famous  Innisbrook  resort  in  Tarpon 
Springs,  Fla. 


"I  enjoyed  teaching  group  tennis  and 
after  a  while  I  began  filming  some  of  my 
clinics,"  he  recalls.  "One  day  a  student,  a 
corporate  executive,  asked  me  to  show  the 
humorous  portions  at  a  cocktail  party.  It 
was  unbelievable— everybody  cracked  up." 

Their  reaction  was  not  lost  on  Letzring. 
Innisbrook  is  a  popular  convention  site,  and 
he  began  asking  convention  organizers  if  he 
could  film  delegates  at  leisure.  He  would 
add  commentary,  script  in  some  laughs,  dub 
in  appropriate  background  music  and  screen 
the  results  at  a  delegate  get-together. 

"It  worked  because  we  made  ordinary 
people  the  stars  of  the  show,"  he  says. 

It  also  worked  because  the  personable 
Letzring,  40,  and  his  wife,  Jacque,  38,  have 
a  way  with  people.  "You  need  a  feel  for 
people,"  he  says.  "You  have  to  know 
instinctively  which  executives  are  lampoon- 
able  and  which  ones  may  be  too  sensitive  to 
fool  around  with." 

The  pair,  along  with  a  professional  pho- 
tographer hired  for  each  convention,  set  up 
some  gag  shots  with  a  cooperative  execu- 
tive. Letzring,  in  network  newscaster  style, 
is  interviewing  an  executive  about  to  hit  a 
golf  shot  from  a  few  feet  in  front  of  the  tee 
markers.  Letzring  points  out  that  golfers  are 
supposed  to  tee  off  from  behind  the  markers. 
"I'm  not  teeing  off,"  replies  the  executive. 
"This  is  my  second  shot." 

Letzring  has  a  clipboard  of  such  one- 
liners.  To  work  them  in,  he  will  confer  with 
a  company's  people  to  learn  who  the  big- 
wigs are,  their  nicknames,  jokes  they  are 
known  for  and  other  inside  information. 
"We  never  make  anyone  look  ridiculous," 


he  says.  "We  try  to  have  fun,  to  get  people 
to  laugh  at  themselves.  And  anything  off- 
color  is  avoided." 

By  1980,  Letzring,  still  teaching  tennis  at 
Innisbrook,  was  spending  more  and  more 
time  behind  the  camera.  And  not  the  $300 
black-and-white  equipment  he  started  with, 
but  color  cameras  augmented  by  $100,000 
in  video  gear.  He  quit  the  tennis  courts  to 
spend  all  his  time  on  Tennis  Dimensions, 
Inc.  (wholly  owned  by  the  Letzrings). 

In  the  past  four  years  the  video  firm  has 
taped  hundreds  of  conventions  nationwide, 
for  fees  ranging  from  $3,500  to  $15,000, 
depending  on  convention  size.  Clients  have 
included  Johnson  &  Johnson,  LTV  Corpo- 
ration, E.  F.  Hutton  &  Company  and  Ryan 
Homes. 

Letzring  has  been  approached  by  video 
buffs  around  the  country  who  want  him  to 
grant  them  a  franchise,  but  he  has  turned 
them  down.  "I  just  don't  want  the  problems 
that  would  go  with  franchises,"  he  says. 

Letzring  and  his  wife  enjoy  the  respites 
between  conventions  at  their  two-story  home 
on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  "Ideally,  we  would 
like  to  limit  our  filming  to  30  conventions  a 
year,"  he  says.  "That's  enough  to  provide  a 
good  life."

Blake  continues  work  on  his  definitive  manual  on  birds. 


Internationally  noted  ornithologist  Emmet  R.  Blake 
'28  continues  his  independent  research  and  writing, 
even  in  retirement  as  emeritus  curator  of  birds  with 
Chicago's  Field  Museum  of  Natural  History. 

He  keeps  busily  engaged  on  the  second  volume  of  his 
monumental  Manual  of  Neotropic  Birds,  a  definitive 
work  projected  to  run  several  volumes.  The  PC  maga- 
zine has  carried  numerous  articles  about  Dr.  Blake  in 
the  past,  but  here  is  a  quick  reprint  of  a  sketch  included 
in  the  museum's  1972  bulletin  a  year  before  his  official 
retirement  from  the  staff: 

A  full  true  story  of  the  career  of  Emmet  R.  Blake. 
Curator  and  head  of  the  Division  of  Birds  since  1955, 
would  read  so  much  like  a  boy's  adventure  fantasies 
that  it  might  not  be  believed.  Before  he  officially  joined 
the  Museum  staff  as  an  Assistant  in  1935,  he  had 
already  been  on  four  expeditions  to  Central  and  South 
America.    In   the   classic  tradition  of  the  explorer- 


naturalist.  Dr.  Blake's  field  work  has  often  penetrated 
into  zoologically  unknown  areas. 

Under  the  heading  "World  War  II,"  some  records 
read:  "Specialized  in  counter-espionage  ... 'D'  day 
landings  at  Salerno,  Anzio,  and  Southern  France  . .  . 
Received  Battlefield  Commission  Nov.  17,  1944... 
Special  assignments  tracing  and  recovery  of  Gestapo 
and  concealed  gold  hoards,  apprehension  of  foreign 
secret  agents,  etc." 

The  desk  work  necessary  to  disseminate  the  results 
of  his  ornithological  work  may  seem  tame  by  compari- 
son, but  he  has  accomplished  a  great  deal  of  that  too. 
His  current  long-term  publishing  project,  a  Manual  of 
Neotropical  Birds,  which  will  be  several  volumes,  will 
cover  complete  descriptions  and  information  on  the 
distributions  and  habitats  of  the  3,200  species  of  tropi- 
cal American  birds  from  Guatemala  southward.

One  of  the  bright  new  novelists  on  the  Southern  scene  this  year  is  alumnus 
Ed  Minus  '60,  who  received  good  reviews  when  his  Kite  came  off  the 
Viking  Penguin  Press  last  spring. 

Set  in  the  Piedmont  region  of  South  Carolina,  his  book  centers  around 
a  tumultuous  period  of  adolescence  for  a  14-year-old  boy  named  Kite 
Cummings.  The  reviewer  for  The  Atlanta  Journal  wrote  in  part:  "Kite's 
innocent  world  of  the  late  1950s  is  threatened  by  his  own  urgent  lust  and 
by  the  haunting  presence  of  a  ghostly  black  man.  What  results  is  a  fine, 
sensitive  story  of  adolescence  with  a  rare  feel  of  time  and  place."  And 
Publishers  Weekly  labeled  Minus  "a  born  writer"  and  the  novel  "trium- 
phantly alive." 

A  native  of  Greer,  S.  C,  Ed  Minus  majored  in  English  during  his 
1956-60  years  at  Presbyterian  College.  After  receiving  his  BA  degree  here, 
he  went  on  to  earn  his  master's  at  Boston  University.

Pitts  gets  Army's  highest  peacetime  award  for  heroism. 


For  rescuing  a  motorist  from  certain  death  in  a  burn- 
ing car,  alumnus  Gerald  Y.  Pitts  '62  last  July  received 
the  Soldier's  Medal,  the  Army's  highest  peacetime 
award  for  heroism. 

Pitts  holds  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel  as  senior 
operations  officer  with  the  324th  General  Hospital,  US 
Army  Reserve,  in  Miami.  He  was  credited  with  risking 
his  own  life  to  save  the  life  of  Robert  Gray,  a  youth 
development  services  counselor  from  Margate,  Fla. 

His  dramatic  act  of  heroism  unfolded  in  this  fashion: 
While  driving  on  the  Florida  Turnpike  last  year,  Jerry 
Pitts  saw  Gray  lose  control  of  his  car  some  distance 
ahead.  It  first  moved  from  one  side  of  the  road  to  the 
other,  crashed  into  guardrails  and  cement  barriers  and 
then  exploded  into  flames. 

"It  was  unreal,"  Pitts  said  later.  "I  thought  the  car 
would  never  stop  hitting  the  guardrails.  When  it  finally 
stopped,  all  I  could  see  was  a  fireball;  the  car  was 
completely  engulfed  in  flames.  I  could  hear  him 
screaming  for  help." 


According  to  the  award  citation,  Pitts  ran  to  the 
burning  car  and,  despite  the  intense  heat,  forced  the 
driver's  door  open,  pulled  Gray  out  and  administered 
first  aid  until  an  ambulance  arrived.  Because  of  this 
quick  action,  the  victim's  injuries  were  limited  to  a 
broken  leg  and  finger,  with  no  burns. 

Before  going  active  in  the  medical  service  corps  two 
years  ago,  Jerry  Pitts  served  from  1978  to  1983  as  head 
of  the  science  department  at  Cambridge  Academy  in 
Greenwood,  S.  C.  He  received  the  1982  Allis-Chalmers 
Award  as  Western  Carolina  Teacher  of  the  Year.  In 
addition  to  his  BS  degree  in  biology  from  Presbyterian 
College,  he  holds  the  MS  from  the  University  of  South 
Carolina.

Robert  Hortman  74  knew,  even  during  his  student 
days  as  a  PC  biology  major,  that  he  would  prefer  a 
career  in  the  outdoors— preferably  close  to  nature  and 
its  wildlife 

He  settled  into  his  ideal  situation  seven  years  ago  as 
manager  of  Medway  Plantation  near  Mount  Holly, 
S.  C.  And  he  has  now  taken  his  interests  one  step 
further  by  developing  an  artistic  expertise  in  wood- 
carving  that  enables  him  to  create  life-like  replicas  of 
birds  native  to  lowcountry  South  Carolina  as  he  sees 
them  in  their  natural  setting. 

As  Medway  manager,  Hortman  is  responsible  for  all 
areas,  house  and  grounds  of  the  7,600-acre  privately 
owned  plantation  — including  both  wildlife  and  timber 
management.  Expert  in  taxidermy  since  his  PC  years, 
he  has  now  turned  almost  completely  from  that  hobby 
to  devote  time  to  his  wood-carving. 

"I  worked  14  years  in  taxidermy,"  he  said,  "but  I 
have  taken  up  wood-carving  in  the  past  two  years. 
Taxidermy  is  considered  a  craft,  but  wood-carving  is 
an  art  form  that  allows  me  to  be  more  creative.  There 
is  just  so  much  you  can  do  with  a  skin,  but  with  wood- 
carving  you  can  get  all  the  detail  of  the  bird  in  the 
wood." 

And  what  he  does  with  wood  is  a  sight  to  behold. 
His  work  has  started  to  receive  some  wider  critical 


approval  as  he  is  invited  to  display  his  artistic  render- 
ings at  such  formal  exhibits  as  the  Wildlife  Exposition 
in  Charleston. 

Capturing  the  intricate,  life-like  detail  requires  as 
much  tedious  work  as  it  does  inspiration.  Hortman 
studies  the  flight  patterns  of  birds,  so  that  he  may 
create  that  form  in  his  carving,  and  he  pays  close  atten- 
tion to  every  crest,  line  and  shape — every  variant  of 
feather  coloring — of  each  subject.  After  first  sketching 
out  the  bird  on  paper,  he  transfers  his  sketch  onto  the 
wood  and  then  roughs  it  out  with  a  band  saw.  He 
spends  the  remaining  two-thirds  of  the  time  texturing 
and  detailing  the  subject  with  small  rotating  wheel  and 
a  burning  rod  for  feathers  before  the  final  step  of  paint- 
ing. One  of  his  first  birds,  a  dove,  required  more  than 
180  hours  to  complete. 

Robert  agreed  to  display  part  of  his  hand-carved 
collection  at  the  PC  Homecoming  this  fall.  So  alumni 
were  treated  to  an  informal  exhibition  (see  photo- 
graph) in  Springs  Center  that  showed  his  replicas  of 
five  native  birds:  the  Carolina  Wren,  Mourning  Dove, 
Wilson's  Snipe,  Wood  Duck  and  Green-Winged  Teal.

Ellison  McKissick  '50: 

Heads  American  textiles  in  crucial  year 

When  alumnus  Ellison  S.  McKissick  '50  accepted  the  presidency  of  the 
American  Textile  Manufacturers  Institute  last  spring,  he  also  stepped  to 
the  forefront  of  his  industry's  fierce  battle  to  avoid  destruction  from  unbridled 
imports. 

He  has  spoken  widely,  testified  before  Congressional  committees,  had  arti- 
cles published  and  made  numerous  other  contacts  in  behalf  of  the  mission. 
These  actions  represented  part  of  the  total  effort  that  recently  won  the  official 
support  of  Congress. 

The  continuing  explosion  of  textile  and  apparel  imports  was  emphasized 
again  in  October  figures  showing  an  18.4  percent  increase  over  last  year. 
McKissick  noted: 

"The  import  situation  is  clearly  out  of  control,  and  the  only  way  to  save 
textile  jobs  is  for  President  Reagan  to  sign  into  law  the  Textile  and  Apparel 
Trade  Enforcement  Act.  This  problem  can  no  longer  be  ignored.  Action  is 
urgently  needed  now.  We  are  looking  at  the  destruction  of  one  of  our  nation's 
most  basic  and  essential  industries,  which  provides  two  million  jobs  today  but 
won't  much  longer  unless  the  legislation  is  enacted." 

Ellison  McKissick  is  president  of  Alice  Manufacturing  Co.,  in  Easley.  In 
this  capacity,  he  has  been  cited  for  his  progressive  operation  that  combined 
modern  techniques  and  equipment  with  an  enlightened  management  philoso- 
phy promoting  good  employee  relations.  His  professional  involvement  industry- 
wide resulted  in  his  being  elected  president  of  the  South  Carolina  Textile 
Manufacturers  Association  some  years  ago.  And  colleagues  bestowed  their 
highest  compliment  by  selecting  him  to  be  ATMI  president  at  this  most  critical 
time  in  the  industry's  history. 

The  Presbyterian  College  alumnus  also  has  been  active  in  various  capaci- 
ties of  service  to  state  and  local  business  affairs,  to  his  Episcopal  Church  and  to 
higher  education — especially  to  alma  mater  PC  as  a  benefactor  and  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees.  The  college  bestowed  upon  McKissick  its  Alumni  Gold  P 
Award  in  1980  as  an  "alumnus  of  the  year."
